BYE -LAWS 
S . R . O . 370 . dated 28th Oct . 1960 . - The following bye- laws for regulating the 
inspection and the giving of copies of the records and documents of the 
Secunderabad Cantonment Board framed by the Cantonment Board, Secunderabad , 
in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 39 ) of section 282 of the Canton 
ments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , are published for general information , the same 
having been previously published , approved and confirmed by the Central Govern 
ment, as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act, namely : 
Bye -laws for regulating the inspection and the giving of copies of the records 

and documents of the Secunderabad Cantonment Board 
1. Except as otherwise provided by or under the Cantonments Act, 1924 , or by 
any other law in force or hereunder , no copy of or extract from any register , book , 
accounts, records or other documents belonging to or in the possession of the 
Cantonment Board shall be given and no inspection of any such register , book , 
account, records or other document shall be allowed to any person without the 
previous sanction in writing of the Executive Officer . 


2 . Except as aforesaid , every person wishing to inspect such record or document 
or to obtain any copy thereof or extract therefrom shall apply , in writing to the 
Executive Officer stating clearly and correctly the description of such record or 
document. 

3 . Permission shall not be given for the inspection of and grant of copies or 
extract from any correspondence betwcen the Board and the Central or State 
Government or any Omcer of the said Government or of any other document, 
1f in the opinion of the Executive Officer , that the grant of any such permission 
would be detrimental to the Interest of the Board or of the Government or that 
the party applying is not entitled to it . 
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4 . Copy shall not be granted of a record , Map or Plan which has been printed 
or lithographed and published under the authority of the Government of India 
and is for sale to the general public . 

5 . Extract from a document shall not be given , which when read apart from 
the whole is capable of misrepresenting the purport, sense or any final order 
passed by the Board or any officer thereof. 

6 . The following charges shall be recovered and credited in advance to the 
Cantonment Fund , 
(i ) For Inspection of any document or record other than a Minute Book or 

Assessment list - one rupee per hour or part thereof, 
( 1 ) For search of an index file , register for purpose of finding or tracing 

any document - rupee one for each year s Index file register which 

has to be searched . 
(iii ) ( a ) For copying or making extracts from any document or office 

record - Fifty Naye Palse per hundred words or part thereof. 
(b ) If the original is in the tabular form - double the rate charged 

under clause ( a ) . 
( c ) For a certified true copy to one entry from the Assessment list 

Rupee onc per entry . 
(iv ) For supplying a certified copy of a Birth or Death --- Rupee one. 
( v ) For supplying duplicate copy of a licence - Rupee one. 
( vi) For the supply of any other document not covered by the above - Rupee 

ono per page or part of a page of the Register , 
provided that the District Soldiers Board shall not be charged fees for obtaining 
extracts from Cantonment Birth and Death Registers maintained by the Canton 
ment Board when such entries are required for official purpose . 

7 . When an application is made for urgent copies these it supplied within 
three days from the date of receipt of the application , fees will be charged for at 
double the rate prescribed under bye - law 6 . 

8 , No permission for inspection or for copy or extract shall be granted unless 
payment of the charges is made in advance .

S . R . O . 371, dated 31st Oct. 1960. — The following draft of certain rules regu 
lating the division of the Dehu Road Cantonment into wards as well as for the 
determination of the number of members to be elected by cach Ward which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conterred by

DRAFT RULES 
1 . Short title and commencement. — ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Dehu 
Road Cantonment (Division into Wards ) Rules , 1960 . 

( 11) They shall come in force at once . 

2 . Division of Cantonment into Wards. For the purpose of holding elections 
to the Cantonment Board , the Cantonment of Dehu Road shall be divided into the 
following wards, namely :- -

Ward — III. 
Ward - - IV . 
Ward - V . 
Ward - VI.

3 . Boundaries of Wards. — The boundaries of each of the said ward shall be as 
specified in the Schedule to these rules . 

4 . Number of Members to be elected. The number of members to be elected 
by each of the said Wards shall be as follows: 

Ward No. 1 – 1 . 
Ward No. II – 1 . 
Ward No . III - 1 . 
Ward No. IV – 1. 
Ward No . V - 1 , 
Ward No. VI – 2 (one seat is reserved for a member of the Schedule Caste ) .

– Area bounded by a line starting from a point, on the Taluka 
boundary of Mawal running in the Eastern direction along the Southern bank 
of the river Indrayani and the Dehu Road Cantonment boundary upto a point on 
North - East Corner near Nalla in Survey No. 186 of village Kinhal, thereafter 
turning in Southern direciion along the Nalla boundary upto a poilt on North 
East corner of Survey No. 22 Kinhai, thereafter turning in Southern direction along 
the Eastern Boundaries or S . Nos . 23, 48 , 63 of Kinhai upto a point on the South 
W - st corner of Survey No . 62 of Kinhai, then turning in the Eastern direction 
along the Southern boundary of Survey No. 63 of Kinhai, then along the Southern 
side of the road leading to village Chincholi upto the junction of C . O . D . & M . E . S . 
loup loads, then running South West glong the Western side of road upto a point 
on Southern side of Bombay Poona Road junction , then turning in Western 
direction upto a point on Northern side of New Bombay Poona Road ncar Petrol 
Pump, then running in Western direction along New Bombay Poone Road upto 
& point on the Western side of Survey No. 38 - A of village Kival , then running 
in North East direction upto a point near Railway Goods Otrice , then running 
North West along the Centrul Rilway lunce uvo a point on Northern side of 
Survey No. 71 of Kinhai, then ruaning South W - st upto a point on the Southern 
side of Survey No .

71 of Kinhai, then turning in North East direction upto a point on 
Northern side of Survey No, 71 of Kinhai, then running in South East direction 
along the Railway line upto a point near Railway Goods Office , then turning 
South West upto a point on the Western side of Survey No. 28 - A of village Kivale 
near New Bonibgy Poona Road , then along the Eastern boundary of Survey No. 29 
of Kivale upto the North East corner of Survey No. 30 of Kivale , then turning 
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South -West upto the North East corner of Survey No. 31 of Kivale , then turning 
North Wes along the North side of Survey No3. 31 and 32 then upto the Northern 
corner of Survey No .

- Area bounded by a line starting from a point on North East 
corner of Survey No. 186 of Kinhai, going in Eastern direction along the Southern 
boundary of Indrayani river upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. I then running 

in North East direction along the Cantonment boundary touching Cantonment 
· boundary pillars Nos. 2 , 3 , 4 , then turning in North East along Cantonment 
boundary upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 5 , then turning in Southern 
direction upto a point on North East corner of Survey No. 225 of Dehu , then in 
Eastern direction upto the North East corner of Survey No. 226 of Dehu Road , 
then in Southern direction along the Eastern houndaries of Survey Nos . 226 , 227 , 
228 , 230 , 231 anul 251 of Dehu upto the Soutlı West corner of Survey No. 379 
of Dehu , then turning in Eastern direction along the Southern boundary and upto 
the South East corner of Survey No. 379 of Deliu then turning South West along 
the Western side of the roud from village Dehu to Poona upto a point at the 
junction near Station Parade Ground on the Southern side of the road lcading 
to D . A .D No. 1 and Dehu Road Railway Station , then turning in Western direction 
along the Southern side of the road upto the South West corner of Şurvey No . 62 
of Kinhai, then turning Northward along the Eastern boundaries of Survey Nos . 47 , 
48, 23, and 22 and then lolę, the Western side of Nalla and terminating at the 
starting point. 


Ward No. VI. – Area bounded by a line starting from the Cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 5 , running South east upto the Canlonment boundary pillar No. 6 on the 
Eastern side of rcad to Dehu villag " , then turning North East upto boundary 
pillar No. 7, then running along the Cantonnient boundary in Eastern direction 
touching Cantonment boundary Piller Nos 8 , 9 , 10 , 11 , 12 ; 13 ; 14 ; 15 ; 16 and then 
turniny Sout . East to Cantonment boundary pillar No . 17 then turning in 
Southern direction along the Cantonment boundary touching Cantonment boundary 
pillar Nos. 18 , 19 , 20 21, 22, 23 , 24 , then running South West along the Cantonment 
boundary upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 25 and 26 , then turning South 
West upto Cantonment Loundary pillar Nos. 27 28 , 29, then running North West

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TAXATION 
S . R . O . 372, dated 1st Nov. 1960. -- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , the Cantonment Board, Delhi 
Cantonment, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby 
imposes a theatre or show tax on cinemas, theatres, dramas, concerts or any other 
entertainments in the Delhi Cantonment at the specified below rates :

purposes ; and 
(b ) shows conducted free as social entertainment and not for gain or proft.

The theatre or show tax shall be payable by the person , authority or body 
which is licensed to run the show , cinema, drume, concert, variety entertainment, 
tamasha , circus, carnival, fete or other entertainment, 

Explanation . - Open air cinema theatres will be classified as Class II and all 
other cinema theatres as Class I.
